: Very curious Hand-Bill having been circulated, dated © Worceſter, 
January 20th, 1783,” and an anonymous Advertiſement having 
appeared in the laſt Week's Paper, (cautioning the Publick not to be de- 
"ceived by ſpurious Productions and falfe Calculations) it is abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to inform the World, that the Authors of thoſe Publications, at 
the Time they caution the Publick againſt Deceit, are endeavouring by 
every baſe Art to impreſs on the Minds of Men the moſt groſs Impoſitions. 
The Calculations ſet forth in the Hand-Bill betray the Shifts which the 
Oppoſers of the intended Canal are reduced to. Eſtimates confeſſedly made 
a Year before the actual Survey was taken, muſt be Matter of Opinion 
only, founded on Conjecture, and of a private Nature. To produce ſuch 
Eſtimates in an anonymous Hand- Bill, to controvert a Publication of Facts, 
founded on the Report of an able Surveyor, is inſidious and illiberal, and 
at once manifeſts the Malignity and Duplicity of the Authors Hearts, the 
Weakneſs of their Heads, and the Badneſs of their Cauſe.— Let them ra- 
ther attack the Facts founded on the Surveyor's Report; on them the Pro- 
moters of the Scheme will reſt before Parliament, who are the proper 
Guardians of the Public Intereſt, and not the Protectors of a Monopoly. 
The Promoters of the new Undertaking are Strangers to the Order, 
which is ſaid to ſtand in the Books of the Proprietors of the Staffordſhire 
and Worceſterſhire Canal, for lowering their Tonnage.— They hope the 
Information may be true; for it incontrovertibly proves the Uſe and Ne- 
ceſſity of the New Scheme; and if, inſtead of 8d. a Ton, they would abate 
one half of their preſent Tonnage, ſtill the Proprietors of the intended 
Canal could afford to abate proportionably, and the Public would enjoy 
the Benefit of a Competition between T'wo Rival Canals, which in all 
Markets ought to be encouraged. —Should that be the Caſe, there would 
remain a reaſonable Profit to the new Proprietors, after thus ſerving the 
Public, whoſe Countenance and Protection on this Occaſion they have not 
the leaſt Doudt but they ſhall experience in the moſt ample and generous 
Manner, | | 
The Author of the laſt Week's Advertiſement has told the Public, 
that it is 25 Miles fron: Autherley to Stourport ; true it is; but in his 
next Calculation it is hoped that he will not de/ignedly omit the Average 
Diſtance of the Collieries on the Birmingham Canal, which ſend Coals to 
Market, which is Six Miles ; and will likewiſe take into his Account the 
Diſtance from Stourport to Worceſter, which will make together 44 Miles. 
1 Author, with all his Deſign and Ingenuity, cannot make it a Yard 
leſs. ONE 
A Word or two for the Author's Suppofitions.—He ſays, after ſtating the 
Diſtance in his own Way,—** Suppoſing the Tonnage on each of the two laſt 
Canals the ſame.” —We not only ſuppoſe, but are certain, that the Author is 
very ignorant of the Subject, or at leaſt has de/ignedly appeared fo. —The 
Promoters of the New Canal never meant to take more than one Penny a Ton 
a Mile for all Coals coming to the Worceſter Market, inſtead of Two-pence, 
as the Gentleman ſuppeſes, but in all Probability they will have it in their 
Power to benefit their Country by taking leſs.—Paper War, inſtead of 
elucidating intricate Matters, tends only to pazzle and miſlead the Public. 
A Committee of the Huuſe of Commons will examine into the Merits of 
the Caſe, and before that Tribunal the Promoters of the New Canal pledge 
themſelves to eſtabliſh every Aﬀertion hitherto made in Support of their 
Plan.—Can there be a greater Proof of the general Advantage and public 
Utility of the new Canal than the Oppoſition it receives from anonymous 
Scribblers, who at preſent profeſs themſelves the Friends of the Public.
